Tightening the belt to 
keep tax rises lower

COUNCIL tax in Northamptonshire 
looks set to remain as the lowest in the 
country after the draft budget was 
revealed on Tuesday. 

The Conservative group unveiled its 
2010-2011 budget proposal to increase 
the county council’s share of council tax 
by 3.5 per cent next year, raising £240 
million. 

This will result in a £34.77 increase in 
Northamptonshire for a band D proper¬ 
ty. 


Leader of the Council, Cllr fim Harker 
said: “We believe that especially during 
a recession we should continue to keep 
tax rises down as low as is reasonably 
possible. 

“This is ten per cent lower than last 
year’s rise and means the council will 
still have the lowest council tax in the 
country. It is important to remember 
that this is a draft budget proposal. We 
are still going to an eight-week consulta¬ 
tion and a variety of different people.” 

The budget proposal indicates a £21 
million saving from ‘making the services 
it runs more efficient and to help people 


help themselves’ allowing for £18.4 mil¬ 
lion to be diverted into other areas. An 
extra £4.9 million will be made available 
for Health and Adult Social Services and 
an extra £1.9 million for children in care. 

Nearly £318,000 has been saved in the 
removal of bonuses for senior manage¬ 
ment at the council, and £38,000 from 
the cancellation of a contract to provide 
bottled water. 

Cabinet member for finance, Cllr Bill 
Parker said: “We are facing tough eco¬ 
nomic times and difficult decisions will 
need to be made. 

“We are not sure how much money we 


will be getting from Central 
Government in the next few years. 
Seventy per cent of our budget is from 
the Government. 

“Over the last few years, we have 
worked tirelessly and successfully to 
vastly improve the control this council 
has over its finances. We have been 
hugely successful in cutting out bureau¬ 
cratic waste from the authority.” 

Consultation, dubbed ‘The Big Debate’ 
will begin in January 2010.

Two police warrants uncover drugs in village 


CANNABIS has been discovered in Blisworth 
in two separate locations. 

A hydroponics factory was discovered on 
Monday in Chapel Lane and has since been 
destroyed. 

Two people, a man and a woman, both in 
their 40s, were arrested in connection with 
the find and have been released on bail. 

Plants believed to be cannabis were also 
discovered at an address in Towcester Road. 

A man aged 35 and a woman aged 29 were 
arrested in connection this discovery.

Sergeant Michaela Kennett from the 
Towcester Rural Safer Community Team, said: 
“We executed a warrant at the first address 
and found an established factory containing a 
nursery with seedlings as well as larger, more 
mature plants which are believed to be 
cannabis. 

“After executing another warrant we have 
found a handful of plants at the second 
address, although no hydroponics equipment 
was found at the premises.” 

Sgt Kennett added: “We work hard to tackle 
the issues that have been raised as a concern 
by local people and I would urge anyone with 
concerns to tell us what they are so we can 
take action where appropriate.” 



Green light means 
Square will shine

THE Market Square has a 
bright future ahead after a new 
lighting scheme was approved. 

West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
(WNDC) agreed to commit 
£250,000 to fund Northampton 
Borough Council’s lighting proj¬ 
ect at its board meeting on 
Tuesday. 

The project will use the most 
up-to-date computerised, LED 
lighting technology. 

Designed to illuminate and 
complement the historic archi¬ 
tecture surrounding the Market 
Square, the lighting will cost a 
total of £280,000, with the 
remaining £30,000 being pro¬ 
vided by the borough council. 

WNDC chief executive, Peter 
Mawson said: “This scheme will 
show off the historic heart of 


Northampton using 21st centu¬ 
ry technology. 

“We believe it will make the 
Market Square a safer and more 
welcoming place to be in the 
evening, while highlighting its 
attractive surroundings.” 

Borough Councillor, Richard 
Church said: “I am delighted 
that WNDC have pledged the 
required funding to this regen¬ 
eration project because encour¬ 
aging the people of 
Northampton to come into 
town to enjoy places like the 
Market Square is one of our pri¬ 
orities. 

“The hard work the borough 
council has done on bringing 
the speciality markets, events 
and entertainment, the seven 
jet water fountain and now the 
lighting scheme shows we are 
committed to making the centre 
of Northampton a county town 
to be proud of.” 


The new scheme will use state- 
of-the-art, energy efficient LED 
technology. The lights will use 
less power than the ten lamps 
currently on the Market Square 
and will require less mainte¬ 
nance. 

The design team will include 
an artist who specialises in light 
installations, ensuring the final 
design is of the highest quality. 

It is part of a wider effort to use 
the Market Square as a centre 
for arts, culture and entertain¬ 
ment as well as a traditional 
trading market. 

The borough bouncil is invit¬ 
ing business and property own¬ 
ers from around the Market 
Square to get involved with the 
project. 

A presentation and discussion 
evening will be held in the 
Guildhall’s Great Hall on 
Thursday, December 10 
between 6pm and 8pm.

Lack of detail is a

OPPOSITION groups spoke out 
against Tuesday’s county coun¬ 
cil budget announcement. 

During the cabinet meeting Lib 
Dem, Labour and Independent 
leaders claimed that vulnerable 
people in the county would be 
hardest hit, despite needing the 
council most. 

They also spoke out against the 
way in which the information 
was presented, questioning 
whether the amount of informa¬ 
tion available would be under¬ 
standable among the general 
public at consultation.

Leader of the Labour group, 
Cllr John McGhee, said: “The 
people need to be aware of the 
risks involved with some of 
these cuts and the impact they 
will have on them. 

“If the people see and under¬ 
stand what a one per cent rise in 
council tax will do, then they 
should have the right to see 
where the money is spent.” 


Independent councillor Tony 
Clarke said: “This financial situ¬ 
ation we find ourselves in is of 
the Conservative’s own doing. 

“They have decided to keep the 
lowest council tax in the country 
without thinking of the conse¬ 
quences. They are asking to help 
you help yourself at the expense 
of the people who need the help 
the most. The people of 
Northampton do not need tough 
love, they need to know that the 
people they love will be cared for 
and looked after. 

“This makes the statement that 
we will spend the least amount 
of money to decimate services. 

“I am ashamed to be part of a 
council that wants to leave peo¬ 
ple to their own devices.

The school has suffered uncertainty for over a year 
now; the council cabinet decision which should have 
been made on October 13 has now been scheduled for 
December 10. 


The delay, we are told, was to obtain financial infor¬ 
mation. 

Combine that with the news this week that the council 
needs to save millions and it makes everyone support¬ 
ing Weston Favell extremely concerned that their well- 
founded credible opposition is being ignored. 

It appears as if the county council has only one future 
in mind for Weston Favell School and will attempt to 
brush aside opposition as unwarranted concern about 
disruption. 

This is about more than the unnecessary disruption; 
this is about making the right decision, for the right rea¬ 
son about the future of Weston Favell School.

TENANCY cheats who fraudu¬ 
lently sublet their council 
homes will be caught out, 
thanks to a cash grant of 
£30,000. 

The money has been awarded 
to Northampton Borough 
Council as part of a national 
crackdown announced by 
Housing Minister John Healey. 

Tenancy cheats living else¬ 
where can earn thousands of 
pounds a year by unlawfully 
subletting their properties at 
higher rental rates. 

If caught they will lose their 
tenancy, and could lose their 
right to social housing in the 
future. 

Mr Healey said: “We can’t 
allow cheats to hang onto the 
tenancies of council houses 
they don’t need and don’t live 
in. 

“I want people to feel the sys¬ 
tem for housing families who 
need homes is fairer and that’s 
why I’m launching this nation¬ 
al crackdown on tenancy 
fraud. 

“This is the first-ever fraud 


designated for taxis or members 
of the public at the top of 
Guildhall Road, at the Market 
Square end of the Drapery and at 
the Bridge Street end of Foundry 
Street. 

Community safety Sergeant 
Mark Worthington said: “It went 
really well, we were really pleased 
with it. 

“There were some minor bed¬ 
ding in issues. 

“The atmosphere was really 
calm when it got busier later on. 

“The public commented posi¬ 
tively on it and the officers com¬ 
mented positively on it.” 

The order can run for 18 
months but if people have any 
objections they can be raised in 
writing with Northamptonshire 
County Council now.

Staff set to take 
action over plan

TEACHERS are due to take 
strike action today over plans 
to turn Weston Favell School 
into an academy. 

Years seven to ten will be 
affected by the walkout, with 
plans in place for as little dis¬ 
ruption as possible to those 
studying for examinations. 

Around 48 teachers are 
expected to be taking part in 
the action. 

A decision over the academy 
proposal which would see the 
school sponsored by the 
United Learning Trust (ULT) 
was due to be taken in 
October by Northants County 
Council’s cabinet. But the 
decision has been put back 
until next Thursday, 
December 10. 

Chris Keates, general secre¬ 
tary of the NASUWT teaching 
union, said: “In virtually every 
case where there is a proposal 
for an academy there is enor¬ 
mous dismay, discontent and 
disruption. 

“The proposals for Weston 
Favell School are no different; 
they have generated opposi¬ 


tion from the staff and the 
local community. 

“Teachers want to remain in 
a school that is firmly linked 
to the local authority and is an 
integral part of the family of 
local schools. 

“They have no wish to have 
their employment transferred 
to any external sponsor. 

“Feelings are running high 
and the willingness to ballot 
and take strike action, which 
is something teachers do not 
do lightly, is an indication of 
their deep concern. 

“NASUWT members are 
resorting to strike action 
because they have no alterna¬ 
tive. Their concerns are being 
ignored. 

“The local authority would 
do well to listen and withdraw 
these proposals, which are 
demoralising the staff, desta¬ 
bilising the education of the 
pupils and are opposed by the 
community. 

“NASUWT members will do 
everything they can to ensure 
that pupils working towards 
their GCSE examinations are 
not disrupted.” 

Alun Rees, acting head¬ 
teacher, said he was disap¬ 
pointed staff would be strik¬ 


ing and could not condone it 
but was sympathetic to their 
views. 

He added: “I’m hoping we 
will get some positive news 
from next week’s meeting. 

“The school is an improving 
school. We have the capacity 
to make further improve¬ 
ments.” 

Roger Webb, chairman of the 
governors, also said he under¬ 
stood the frustrations of the 
members of staff but could 
not condone the strike action. 

He added: “We are opti¬ 
mistic the cabinet will listen 
to the views of the con¬ 
stituents and put a stop to the 
process next week. 

“Ninety-seven per cent of 
the people who made their 
representations are opposed 
to it.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Northants County Council 
said: “The proposal for 
Weston Favell School is due to 
be considered by our cabinet 
when it meets on Thursday, 
December 10. 

“It is at this point that we will 
take a decision on how best to 
proceed and, of course, we 
will take all of the feedback 
into account.”

DOMESTIC violence is an 
ongoing cause for concern, 
not just during Domestic 
Abuse week, according to 
the police. 

Northamptonshire’s Force 
has ensured people that 
they are focussed on 
clamping down on the 
issue all year round. 

Last year the Force joined 
up with the National Centre 
for Domestic Violence 
(NCDV) to launch a new 
free legal helpline that 
helps victims of domestic 
abuse get an injunction 
against the perpetrator 
within 24 hours. 

The NCDV is a charity 
specialising in helping 
victims of domestic abuse 
to obtain injunctions from 
court to protect them from 
further abuse. The service 
is free to everyone, 
regardless of age, race, 
religion, gender or sexual 
orientation. 


On average 200 calls are 
made to the phone line 
every month from North¬ 
amptonshire, equating to 
four per cent of the total 
number of calls nationally. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Mark Behan, from North¬ 
amptonshire Police’s 
Protective Services 
Command, said: “It is vitally 
important that the victims 
of domestic abuse can get 
the help they need as soon 
as possible. 

“This service assists 
victims to get a legal 
injunction against the 
person who is committing 
the abuse within 24 hours 
and I am pleased so many 
people in Northampton¬ 
shire have called for help.” 

Victims of domestic 
abuse should always call 
999 immediately.

NOW’S your chance to have your say on 
how police are spending your money. 

Around 14 per cent of council tax paid 
is allocated to the police service and a 
‘budget simulator’ will allow people to 
say what they think the priorities are. 

A police spokeswoman said: “With pro¬ 
jected plans to make millions of pounds 
worth of savings in the next few years, 
the Police Authority is asking the public 
to take a few minutes to give their views 
on which areas of policing should be the 
focus of funding, and where savings 
might be made. 

“The budget simulator identifies differ¬ 
ent service areas, which can be clicked 
on for an explanation. 

“A decision can then be made about 
whether funding in this area should 


increase, decrease, or stay the same com¬ 
pared to the previous year. 

“Users can then view the outcome of 
their decisions and what impact this 
would have on the service provided.” 

Deirdre Newham, chair of the Police 
Authority, said: “Everyday the news has 
stories about how the difficult economic 
times we are in are affecting people, and 
the police are not immune to the reces¬ 
sion’s effects. 

“We are going to have to make savings 
over the next few years that will mean 
making some difficult decisions. 

“We are asking people to go onto the 
budget simulator through the Police 
Authority website or by clicking onto 
http://www.budgetsimulator.com/npa/ 
to tell us where they feel money should 
be spent, and this will help inform our 
decisions about where funding priorities 
lie and where savings might be realised.”

SOCIAL care services for adults run by 
the county council are ‘performing 
well’ according to a report released this 
week. 

The Care Quality Commission (CQC) 
gives the ‘performing well’ award for 
councils which consistently deliver 
above the minimum requirements for 
people, which are cost-effective and 
which make contributions to wider out¬ 
comes for the community. 

The CQC report published this week 
recognises that the council has estab¬ 
lished good performance across an 
increased number of aspects of adult 
social care and established positive joint 
initiatives to maintain and improve the 
health of people in the county. 

Cllr Robin Brown, county council cab¬ 
inet member for health and adult social 
services said: “As a county council, 
transforming our adult social care serv¬ 
ices continues to be a key priority and 
we are pleased that the Care Quality 
Commission has assessed us as per¬ 
forming well overall. 

“We have been focusing on areas such 
as early intervention and prevention, 
personal budgets and safeguarding to 
ensure that adults in the county who use 
social services, both now and in the 
future, have access to the support and 
services they deserve and have more 
choice about the way they live their 
lives. 

“It’s been a busy year, with projects 
well underway to increase the number 
of people who receive self-directed sup¬ 
port and increase the proportion of 
adults with learning disabilities in 
employment and in settled accommo¬ 
dation. 

“We have also published a five-year 
strategy for older people’s accommoda¬ 
tion aiming to ensure that older people 
who do not want to spend their final 
years in care homes can remain in their 
homes near their friends and family 
whilst continuing to play a part in their 
local communities. The strategy also 
aims to ensure that the quality of care 
offered in care homes meets the expec¬ 
tations of the people who use them.” 

The CQC report also outlines areas 
where further work is needed for the 
council to continue improving. 

Cllr Brown added: “We also recognise 
that the Care Quality Commission has 
highlighted some areas where improve¬ 
ment is still need and we are committed 
to working with our partners to make 
sure this happens, while also continuing 
to build on the good results we have 
already achieved.”

Going into hospital can be a difficult time 
and the last thing most people want to 
worry about is having to share sleeping 
areas or toilets and bathrooms with the 
opposite sex. This is why accommodation 
in Northamptonshire NHS hospitals has 
been dramatically improved to ensure that 
only patients and service users of the 
same sex share sleeping, toilet and 
washing facilities. This is called same-sex 
accommodation: 


What exactly is same-sex 
accommodation? 

Same-sex accommodation is sleeping areas, toilets 
and washing facilities which are designated as either 
men-only or women-only. This means that men and 
women shouldn’t be in beds next to or opposite each 
other. Toilets should be clearly labelled for men’s or 
women’s use and patients should not need to pass 
through the same room as patients of the opposite sex 
to use these facilities. 

Does same-sex accommodation mean 
wards for men or women only? 

Some of the newer hospitals have been able to provide 
same-sex accommodation more easily by having single 


rooms for patients. However due to the way some of 
the older hospitals were designed when they were built 
it is sometimes difficult to have whole wards for men 
and women. However, dedicated bays or rooms for 
men or women only within that ward means that 
patients shouldn’t share bays or rooms with a patient of 
the opposite sex for the duration of their stay. 

Why is same-sex accommodation so 
important? 

A recent independent poll of people in the East 
Midlands showed that 80 percent feel it’s important to 
have same-sex accommodation. Further research has 
shown that when patients share sleeping or toilet 
facilities with the opposite sex they feel it compromises 


their privacy and dignity at a time when they already 
feel vulnerable. Patient experience of their care is as 
important to the NHS as excellent clinical treatment 
which is why £8.4million has been invested in 
improvements to accommodation in the last six 
months. 

What can 1 do to find out if 1 will be 
cared for in same-sex accommodation? 

If you’re about to be admitted to hospital and you want 
to confirm that your accommodation will be same-sex, 
please call the hospital’s admissions department or ask 
a member of staff.

Northampton residents air 
their views about same-sex 
accommodation 

The NHS in the East Midlands has recently undertaken a programme to ensure that same-sex accommodation is 
provided for its patients. This means sleeping areas and toilet and washing facilities are designated as either 
men-only or women-only. And that patients should not need to pass through areas designated for the opposite 
sex. Research has shown that 80 percent of people in the East Midlands believe that same-sex accommodation 
is important for the NHS to provide. Others have commented they feel a lot more comfortable and relaxed in a 
same-sex environment. Herejv^sk the residents of Northampton their views on same-sex accommodation. 



I’m 86 years old and I definitely need my 
privacy. I really wouldn’t want to be in a 
bay with women if I had to go into hospital. 
I’d feel so much more comfortable sharing 
a bay with men and having male-only 
washing and toilet facilities. I’m sure the 
ladies would feel the same way, I don’t 
want them to feel embarrassed if they see 
me in my pyjamas or hear the doctor 
discussing what’s wrong with me. It’s 
important at any age to have your dignity 
respected in hospital. 

Being surrounded by the same sex has so 
many advantages, I could have a chat with 
the other men about football, we could 
imagine we were in the pub and enjoy a 
good brew. It’s important to have that male 
banter and it can really help lift spirits. I 
think the NHS has a duty to respect 
patients’ privacy. 



Rhea Snounou, 24, 
medical student 


I’m aware of same-sex accommodation in 
hospitals and think it’s a good thing. I think 
having all women together would make for 
a more comfortable experience in hospital. 
Some people prefer not to be seen by the 


opposite sex when they’re getting changed 
or having a wash, especially when they’re 
in hospital and not feeling their best. Elderly 
people could easily feel embarrassed, 
especially if a bed pan needed to be 
changed in front of the opposite sex. 

I know from being a medical student that 
hospitals always try to separate men and 
women wherever possible. 



Alan Leverseidge, 40, nurse 


Obviously as a nurse I’m completely aware 
of same-sex accommodation in hospitals 
and we’re always working to give the 
patients a high level of privacy and dignity. 
As patients get older I think same-sex 
accommodation becomes more important. 
The older you get the more concerned you 
are about being seen getting undressed 
and the more privacy you need. Elderly 
people hold traditional values which should 
be respected. Personally I’m more 
embarrassed of my body now than I was 
20 years ago so I can see why patients 
want to be in same-sex bays. 



Stella Clarke, 79, retired 

At 79 years of age I really wouldn’t want to 
sleep next to a man I didn’t know in 


hospital. I’d feel really vulnerable and I 
wouldn’t be able to relax. Also I wouldn’t 
want a man to see my in my nightwear, I’d 
feel really exposed and anxious. As we get 
older we become more set in our ways - 
to go from the comfort of my own home to 
having to share a bay and washing 
facilities with a group of men, would be a 
horrendous experience. 

When all ladies are together it’s a totally 
different experience to being around men, 
the conversation is more polite, it’s less 
noisy and everyone feels more relaxed. 

It’s easy to think it wouldn’t matter who 
was around you as long as you were being 
looked after, but actually having to sleep in 
a bay with the opposite sex at my age is an 
awful thought. I think it’s good news that 
the NHS is offering same-sex 
accommodation for patients in hospitals. 



Eric Neve, 77, part-time driver 


I understand that same-sex 
accommodation would be important to 
people, especially as they get older, I 
imagine it would give women greater 
peace of mind knowing they didn’t have to 
sleep next to a man they didn’t know. If 
my wife went into hospital it would be a 
huge relief knowing she was in bay with 
only women and I know she’d feel a lot 
more comfortable. 

There’s nothing worse than feeling 
embarrassed, especially when you’re in 
hospital and are already feeling low and 
vulnerable.

Learners get to work as 
classroom goes outside

STUDENTS from Moulton College have 
been travelling the countryside to help 
wildlife and habitats in nature reserves in 
Northamptonshire. 

The green-fingered students visited 
Wilson’s Pits, a Northamptonshire Wildlife 
Trust site near Wellingborough. 

The task was to cut and clear willows from 
a wetland area. 

By removing the trees, the students were 
helping to save a vital habitat. 

Lisa Adams, reserves officer for the Wildlife 
Trust, said: “Wilson’s Pits is part of a larger 
Site of Special Scientific Interest that is an 
important refuge for over-wintering and 
breeding birds including little grebe, shovel- 
er, gadwall, reed warbler and reed bunting. 

“We are very grateful to Moulton College 
for their continued support with our vital 
practical conservation work.” 

At Cransley Eco Park, near Kettering, the 
students task was to build a tyre wall to pre¬ 
vent further erosion of the reservoir edge. 



The group’s technique developed during 
the task and by the end they had construct¬ 
ed about 15 metres of wall. 

The aim is to create an eco park to educate 
and demonstrate how we can all live sus¬ 
tainably while working with nature for a 
zero carbon footprint. 

Course tutor Mark Wallington said: “The 


students worked really well as a team in 
both tasks. It was hard work, but it was 
rewarding to think that the work we were 
doing was helping to protect habitats and 
support wildlife in Northamptonshire. 

“All the College’s courses are aimed at 
making students ‘work ready’ and real-life 
experience like this can only help.”

NORTHAMPTON Saints have received backing 
from Premier Rugby, the body responsible for 
running the Guinness Premiership, in their bid to 
redevelop Franklin’s Gardens. 

The plans would see a new north stand built on 
the site of the Sturtridge Pavilion, extending the 
capacity of the ground to 17,000. In addition, an 
Asda supermarket would be built on some of the 
training pitches to finance the proposed £7 million 
development 

Last week Saints chairman Keith Barwell called 
for Northampton Borough Council to hold a full 
public discussion on the plans. 

Now Premier Rugby chief executive Mark 
McCafferty has backed the club’s ambitions. He 
said: “Franklin’s Gardens is one of the best rugby 
grounds in the country and has benefited from 
sympathetic development in recent seasons, 
which has seen the capacity rise to over 13,000. 

“The plans Keith Barwell and the board have 
announced are ambitious ones and should help 
cement Northampton Saints as a powerful 
presence in a town with a fine rugby heritage. 

“The club has been playing on the Franklin’s 
Gardens site for over a century and they should 
be encouraged to maintain the traditions and 
history that are such a big part of the Saints. 

McCafferty added: “It is the kind of model that 
could well be adopted by other clubs as we see 
the interest in rugby continue to grow. 

“Stadium capacity is the number one issue in 
our league, which is why clubs like Gloucester 
Rugby, Leicester Tigers, Harlequins and 
Worcester Warriors have expanded in recent 
seasons to take advantage of the growing 
popularity of the sport.” 



fuming by defeat

IAN Sampson pulled no punches after 
Northampton Town threw away an early lead 
to slump to a 3-1 defeat at home to Hereford 
United on Tuesday evening. 

Ryan Gilligan put the Cobblers ahead just 40 
seconds into the game with his seventh of the 
season, but when Darren Jones hauled Here¬ 
ford level just after the quarter hour it swung 
back in favour of the visitors. 

Goals from Mathieu Manset and substitute 
Craig King in the second half wrapped up the 
points for the Bulls, and Northampton boss 
Sampson (pictured) slammed his side follow¬ 
ing the loss. 

“It was a very disappointing performance and 
that’s the worst I’ve seen us play this season,” 
fumed the former Cobblers centre half. 

“We got off to a great start but we didn’t kick 
on from the early goal and that was the real dis¬ 
appointing thing. 

“We looked lethargic, we lacked sharpness 
and enthusiasm and if you can’t pass the ball to 
each other then you are going to have prob¬ 
lems. 

“We are not getting results at the moment so 
of course I am concerned but it’s only us who 
can turn things around, no one else.” 

Northampton are now stuck in 18th and the 
play-offs are starting to look like a distant 
dream with a ten point gap between them¬ 
selves and seventh place. 

The fans at Sixfields on Tuesday made their 
frustration known at the final whistle and 
Sampson is looking for a response from his side 
when they head to Cheltenham Town on Satur¬ 
day. 

He said: “When you are struggling for results 
and the crowd are getting on your back a bit 
maybe it is a good time for us to play away from 


home but we need to start getting results to get 
the fans back on our side. 

“I don’t think there was any question that the 
players were not trying but when passes go 
astray and the crowd are getting on your back 
then you can lose a bit of confidence. The fans 
have every right to voice their frustration but 
the players need to rise above that.” 

Cheltenham have also endured a rough sea¬ 
son so far in League Two having been relegated 
along with Northampton at the end of last sea¬ 
son. 

The Robins parted company with boss Martin 
Allen in October, but have only won a single 
game since John Schofield took over the reins 
atWhaddon Road. 

That win came last weekend with a 5-1 vic¬ 
tory against mid-table Barnet, which was only 
Cheltenham’s second home win of the season. 

Saturday’s game could see two former Cob¬ 
blers players lining up against their former 
club, with one-time record signing Josh Low 
and Julian Alsop both plying their trade in a red 
and white shirt. 

Meanwhile Sampson has more injury woes to 
contend with after loan signing Josh Walker 
was stretchered off just 11 minutes into Tues¬ 
day’s defeat. 

Adebayo Akinfenwa is once again listed as 
doubtful due to his recurring shin problems, 
while Luke Guttridge missed the mid-week 
game with a knee injury. 

The return of Courtney Herbert as a substi¬ 
tute in the same game will have provided some 
relief, as will the news that Dean Beckwith was 
set to return to training this week. Both are 
likely to be available on Saturday. 

John Johnson also made a welcome return for 
Northampton at full back and new signing 
Danny Swailes featured after missing the FA 
Cup defeat to Southampton due to having 
stitches on a cut below the knee.
